To  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act 
relating  to  marketing  agreements  and  orders. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and,  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , 

3  That  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act,  as  amended,  and 

4  as  reenacted  and  amended  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing 

5  Agreement  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  is  further  amended 

6  as  follows : 

7  By  adding  at  the  end  of  section  2  (U.  S.  0.,  1940 

8  edition,  title  7,  sec.  602)  the  following: 

9  “(3)  Through  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred 

10  •  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  this  title,  to  estab- 

11  lish  and  maintain  such  minimum  standards  of  quality  and 
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maturity  and  such  grading  and  inspection  requirements  for 
agricultural  commodities  or  the  products  thereof,  other  than 
milk  and  its  products,  in  interstate  commerce  as  will  effec¬ 
tuate  such  orderly  marketing  of  such  agricultural  commodities 
as  will  he  in  the  public  interest.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  8c  (6),  as  amended  (U.  S.  0.,  1940 
edition,  title  7,  sec.  608c  (6)),  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

“(6)  In  the  case  of  agricultural  commodities  and  the 
products  thereof,  other  than  milk  and  its  products,  orders 
issued  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  contain  one  or  more 
of  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  and  (except  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  subsection  ( 7 )  )  no  others : 

“  (A)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation 
of,  the  total  quantity  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or 
of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  produced  during  any 
specified  period  or  periods,  which  may  be  marketed  in  or 
transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or 
affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity  or 
product  thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  by 
all  handlers  thereof. 

“(B)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the 
amount  of  such  commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size, 
or  quality  thereof,  which  each  handler  may  purchase  from 
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or  handle  on  behalf  of  any  and  all  producers  thereof,  during 
any  specified  period  or  periods,  under  a  uniform  rule  based 
upon  the  amounts  sold  by  such  producers  in  such  prior  period 
as  the  Secretary  determines  to  he  representative,  or  upon 
the  current  quantities  available  for  sale  by  such  producers, 
or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  thereof  to  be 
purchased,  or  handled  during  any  specified  period  or  periods 
shall  be  apportioned  equitably  among  producers. 

“  (C)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the 
amount  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade, 
size,  or  quality  thereof,  which  each  handler  may  market  in 
or  transport  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct, 
or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity 
or  product  thereof,  under  a  uniform  rule  based  upon  the 
amounts  which  each  such  handler  has  available  for  current 
shipment,  or  upon  the  amounts  shipped  by  each  such  handler 
in  such  prior  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  repre¬ 
sentative,  or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  of  such 
commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof, 
to  be  marketed  in  or  transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the 
current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to 
burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in 
such  commodity  or  product  thereof,  during  any  specified 
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period  or  periods  shall  be  equitably  apportioned  among  all 
of  the  handlers  thereof. 

“  (D1)  Determining,  or  providing  methods  for  determin¬ 
ing,  the  existence  and  extent  of  the  surplus  of  any  such  com¬ 
modity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof, 
and  providing  for  the  control  and  disposition  of  such  surplus, 
and  for  equalizing  the  burden  of  such  surplus  elimination 
or  control  among  the  producers  and  handlers  thereof. 

“(E)  Establishing  or  providing  for  the  establishment 
of  reserve  pools  of  an}T  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of 
any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  and  providing  for  the 
equitable  distribution  of  the  net  return  derived  from  the 
sale  thereof  among  the  persons  beneficially  interested  therein. 

“(E)  Requiring  or  providing  for  the  requirement  of 
inspection  of  any  such  commodity  or  product  produced  dur¬ 
ing  specified  periods  and  marketed  by  handlers. 

“(G)  In  the  case  of  hops  and  their  products,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the  foregoing  terms  and  conditions, 
orders  may  contain  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

“(i)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation 
of,  the  total  quantity  thereof,  or  of  any  grade,  type,  or  variety 
thereof,  produced  during  any  specified  period  or  periods, 
which  all  handlers  may  handle  in  the  current  of  or  so  as 
directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign 
commerce  in  hops  or  any  product  thereof. 
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“  (ii)  Apportioning,  or  providing  methods  for  apportion¬ 
ing,  the  total  quantity  of  hops  of  the  production  of  the  then 
current  calendar  year  permitted  to  be  handled  equitably 
among  all  producers  in  the  production  area  to  which  the 
order  applies  upon  the  basis  of  one  or  more  or  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  following:  The  total  quantity  of  hops  available 
or  estimated  will,  become  available  for  market  by  each  pro¬ 
ducer  from  his  production  during  such  period;  the  normal 
production  of  the  acreage  of  hops  operated  by  each  producer 
during  such  period  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  acres 
of  hops  in  production,  and  the  average  yield  of  that  acreage 
during  such  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  repre¬ 
sentative,  with  adjustments  determined  by  the  Secretary  to 
be  proper  for  age  of  plantings  or  abnormal  conditions  affec- 
ing  yield;  such  normal  production  or  historical  record  of  any 
acreage  for  which  data  as  to  yield  of  hops  are  not  available 
or  which  had  no  yield  during  such  period  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Secretary  on  the  basis  of  the  yields  of  other  acreage 
of  hops  of  similar  characteristics  as  to  productivity,  subject 
to  adjustment  as  just  provided  for. 

“  (iii)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the 
quantity  of  hops  which  any  handler  may  handle  so  that  the 
allotment  fixed  for  that  handler  shall  be  limited  to  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  hops  apportioned  under  preceding  section  (ii)  to  each 
respective  producer  of  hops;  such  allotment  shall  constitute 
H.  R.  452 - 2 
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an  allotment  fixed  for  that  handler  within  the  meaning  of 
subsection  (5)  of  section  8a  of  this  title  (U.  S.  0.,  1940 
edition,  title  7,  sec.  608a) .”

handler’s  pro  rata  share  (as  approved  by  the  Secretary) 
of  such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find  are  reasonable 
and  are  likely  to  he  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency, 
during  any  period  specified  by  him,  for  such  purposes  as 
the  Secretary  may,  pursuant  to  such  order,  determine  to  be 
appropriate,  and  for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such 
authority  or  agency,  other  than  expenses  incurred  in  re¬ 
ceiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing  of  any  quantity  of 
a  commodity  received,  handled,  held,  or  disposed  of  by  such 
authority  or  agency  for  the  benefit  or  account  of  persons 
other  than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.

3  members,  a  suit  against  any  handler  subject  to  an  order  for

5  The  several  district  courts  of  the  United  States  are  hereby 

6  vested  with  jurisdiction  to  entertain  such  suits  regardless  of 

7  the  amount  in  controversy.”

for  agreements  in  ease  of  milk  when  prices  exceeded  parity,  he  asked  why  the  program

EEPORT 

[To  accompany  II .  R.  452] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  452)  to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act  relating  to  marketing  agreements  and  orders,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with 
the  following  amendments: 

Page  2,  line  2,  strike  out  the  words  "or  the  products  thereof”  and 
insert  the  words  "enumerated  in  section  8c  (2).” 

Page  2,  line  9,  strike  out  all  of  lines  9  to  13,  inclusive,  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following: 

(6)  In  the  case  of  fruits  (including  pecans  and  walnuts  but  not  including  apples, 
other  than  apples  produced  in  the  States  of  Washington,  Oregon,  and  Idaho,  and 
v  not  including  fruits,  other  than  olives,  for  canning)  and  their  products,  tobacco 
'  and  its  products,  vegetables  (not  including  vegetables,  other  than  asparagus,  for 
canning)  and  their  products,  soybeans  and  their  products,  hops  and  their  products, 
honeybees,  and  naval  stores  as  included  in  the  Naval  Stores  Act  and  standards 
established  thereunder  (including  refined  or  partially  refined  oleoresin),  orders 
issued  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  contain  one  or  more  of  the  following  terms  and 
conditions,  and  (except  as  provided  in  subsection  (7)  no  others: 

Page  8,  beginning  on  line  8,  strike  out  all  of  section  4. 

STATEMENT 

The  most  important  amendment  to  the  bill  is  the  elimination  of 
section  4.  This  section  would  have  extended  the  scope  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Marketing  Agreements  Act  of  1937  to  include  all  agricultural 
commodities  and  the  products  thereof.  The  committee  felt  that  it 
was  not  prepared  to  take  a  policy  step  of  tljis  magnitude  at  this  time, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  hearings  are  now  being  held  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  long-range  agricultural  program  which  will  involve  the 
weighing  of  the  advantages  of  marketing  agreements  as  compared  to 
other  types  of  agricultural  programs. 
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The  amendments  made  by  the  committee  elsewhere  in  the  bill  con¬ 
sist  merely  of  perfecting  language  required  by  the  elimination  of 
section  4. 

The  amendment  to  section  1  limits  the  application  of  that  section 
to  the  commodities  already  included  in  the  act  and  named  in  section 
8c  (2)- 

The  amendment  to  section  2  merely  reinstates,  in  place  of  the 
language  of  the  bill,  the  existing  language  of  the  relevant  paragraph 
in  the  act. 

As  reported  by  the  committee,  the  bill  amends  the  declaration  of 
purpose  and  two  sections  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreements 
Act  of  1937  to  provide  more  flexibility  in  the  financing  and  adminis¬ 
tering  of  marketing  agreements  and  orders,  and  to  permit  a  continuity 
of  operation  not  authorized  by  existing  law. 

Under  existing  law,  marketing  agreements  and  orders,  and  the 
activities  connected  therewith,  are  automatically  suspended  when  the 
price  of  the  subject  commodity  is  at  or  above  parity.  This  has  proved  \ 
a  serious  handicap  in  the  operation  of  the  program.  Under  present 
law,  there  is  no  authority  even  for  the  maintenance  of  office  staffs  to 
keep  statistics,  answer  correspondence,  and  perform  other  routine 
chores  necessary  to  the  administration  of  marketing  agreements  and 
orders,  when  their  commodity  is  at  or  above  parity. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  bill  as  amended,  “minimum  standards  of 
quality  and  maturity”  may  be  maintained  by  grading  and  inspection, 
whether  the  price  of  the  commodity  is  above  or  below  parity,  even 
though  other  regulations  pertaining  to  the  commodity  are  suspended 
and  administrative  activities  necessary  to  such  grading  and  inspection 
and  to  the  continuity  of  the  marketing  agreement  may  be  carried  on. 

Section  3  of  the  bill  amends  the  act  to  give  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  more  leeway  than  he  has  at  present,  in  approving  the  budgets  of  • 
the  agencies  administering  marketing  agreements,  which  are  financed 
by  assessments  against  those  participating.  In  the  present  law,  the 
Secretary  can  approve  only  such  expenses  as  he  finds  “will  necessarily 
be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency.”  Under  the  provisions  of 
the  bill,  the  Secretary  may  approve  such  expenses  as  he  “may  find  are 
reasonable  and  are  likely  to  be  incurred.” 

The  bill  as  reported  by  the  committee  is  almost  identical  with  the  ( 
bill  (H.  R.  6303)  passed  by  the  House  and  reported  favorably  by  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry  in  the  Se venty -ninth  • 
Congress.

(A)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation  of,  the  total  quan¬ 
tity  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality 
thereof,  produced  during  any  specified  period  or  periods,  which  may  be 
marketed  in  or  transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity  or  product  thereof,  during  any 
specified  period  or  periods  by  all  handlers  thereof. 

(B)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  amount  of  such 
commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  which  each 
handler  may  purchase  from  or  handle  on  behalf  of  any  and  all  producers 
thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods,  under  a  uniform  rule  based 
upon  the  amounts  sold  by  such  producers  in  such  prior  period  as  the  Secretary 
determines  to  be  representative,  or  upon  the  current  quantities  available  for 
sale  by  such  producers,  or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  thereof 
to  be  purchased,  or  handled  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  shall  be 
apportioned  equitably  among  producers. 

(C)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  amount  of  any  such 
commodity  or  product,  or  airy  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  which  each 
handler  may  market  in  or  transport  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current 
of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or 
affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity  or  product  thereof, 
under  a  uniform  rule  based  upon  the  amounts  which  each  such  handler  has 
available  for  current  shipment,  or  upon  the  amounts  shipped  by  each  such 
handler  in  such  prior  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  representative, 
or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  of  such  commodity  or  product, 
or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  to  be  marketed  in  or  transported  to 
any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as 
directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such 
commodity  or  product  thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  shall 
be  equitably  apportioned  among  all  of  the  handlers  thereof. 

(D)  Determining,  or  providing  methods  for  determining,  the  existence  and 
extent  of  the  surplus  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade, 
size,  or  quality  thereof,  and  providing  for  the  control  and  disposition  of  such 
surplus,  and  for  equalizing  the  burden  of  such  surplus  elimination  or  control 
among  the  producers  and  handlers  thereof. 

(E)  Establishing  or  providing  for  the  establishment  of,  reserve  pools  of 
any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  and 
providing  for  the  equitable  distribution  of  the  net  return  derived  from  the 
sale  thereof  among  the  persons  beneficially  interested  therein. 

(F)  Requiring  or  providing  for  the  requirement  of  inspection  of  any  such 
commodity  or  product  produced  during  specified  periods  and  marketed  by 
handlers. 

(G)  In  the  case  of  hops  and  their  products,  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the 
foregoing  terms  and  conditions,  orders  may  contain  one  or  more  of  the 
following: 

(i)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation  of,  the  total  quantity 
thereof,  or  of  any  grade,  type,  or  variety  thereof,  produced  during  any 
specified  period  or  periods,  which  all  handlers  may  handle  in  the  current  of 
or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce 
in  hops  or  any  product  thereof. 

(ii)  Apportioning,  or  providing  methods  for  apportioning,  the  total 
quantity  of  hops  of  the  production  of  the  then-current  calendar  year  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  handled  equitably  among  all  producers  in  the  production  area 
to  which  the  order  applies  upon  the  basis  of  one  or  more  or  a  combination  of 
the  following:  The  total  quantity  of  hops  available  or  estimated  will  become 
available  for  market  by  each  producer  from  his  production  during  such 
period;  the  normal  production  of  the  acreage  of  hops  operated  by  each 
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producer  during  such  period  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  acres  of  hops 
in  production,  and  the  average  yield  of  that  acreage  during  such  period  as 
the  Secretary  determines  to  be  representative,  with  adjustments  determined 
by  the  Secretary  to  be  proper  for  age  of  plantings  or  abnormal  conditions 
affecting  yield;  such  normal  production  or  historical  record  of  any  acreage 
for  which  data  as  to  yield  of  hops  are  not  available  or  which  had  no  yield 
during  such  period  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  on  the  basis  of  the 
yields  of  other  acreage  of  hops  of  similar  characteristics  as  to  productivity, 
subject  to  adjustment  as  just  provided  for. 

(iii)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  quantity  of  hops  which 
any  handler  may  handle  so  that  the  allotment  fixed  for  that  handler  shall  be 
limited  to  the  quantity  of  hops  apportioned  under  preceding  section  (ii)  to 
each  respective  producer  of  hops;  such  allotment  shall  constitute  an  allot¬ 
ment  fixed  for  that  handler  within  the  meaning  of  subsection  (5)  of  section 
8a  of  this  title  (U.  S.  C.  1940  edition,  title  7,  sec.  608a). 

Sec.  10.  (b)  (2)  (i)  Each  order  relating  to  milk  and  its  -products  issued  by  the 
Secretary  under  this  title  shall  provide  that  each  handler  subject  thereto  shall  pay 
to  any  authority  or  agency  established  under  such  order  such  handler’s  pro  rata 
share  (as  approved  by  the  Secretary)  of  such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find 
will  necessarily  be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency,  during  any  period  speci¬ 
fied  by  him,  for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or  agency, 
other  than  expenses  incurred  in  receiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing  of  any 
quantity  of  milk  or  products  thereof  [a  commodity]  received,  handled,  held,  or 
disposed  of  by  such  authority  or  agency  for  the  benefit  or  account  of  persons  other 
than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.  The  pro  rata  share  of  the  expenses  payable 
by  a  cooperative  association  of  producers  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the 
quantity  of  milk  [the  agricultural  commodity]  or  product  thereof  covered  by 
such  order  which  is  distributed,  processed,  or  shipped  by  such  cooperative  asso¬ 
ciation  of  producers. 

{ii)  Each  order  relating  to  any  other  commodity  or  product  issued  by  the  Secretary 
under  this  title  shall  provide  that  each  handler  subject  thereto  shall  pay  to  any  authority 
or  agency  established  under  such  order  such  handler’s  pro  rata  share  {as  approved  by 
the  Secretary )  of  such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find  are  reasonable  and  are  likely 
to  be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency,  during  any  period  specified  by  him,  for 
such  purposes  as  the  Secretary  may,  pursuant  to  such  order,  determine  to  be  appro¬ 
priate,  and  for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or  agency,  other 
than  expenses  incurred  in  receiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing  of  any  quantity 
of  a  commodity  received,  handled,  held,  or  disposed  of  by  such  authority  or  agency  for 
the  benefit  or  account  of  persons  other  than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.  The  pro 
rata  share  of  the  expenses  payable  by  a  cooperative  association  of  producers  shall  be 
computed  on  the  basis  of  the  Quantity  of  the  agricultural  commodity  or  product  thereof 
covered  by  such  order  which  is  distributed,  processed,  or  shipped  by  such  cooperative 
association  of  producers.  The  payment  of  assessments  for  the  maintenance  and  func¬ 
tioning  of  such  authority  or  agency,  as  provided  for  herein,  may  be  required  under  a 
marketing  agreement  or  marketing  order  throughout  the  period  the  marketing  agree¬ 
ment  or  order  is  in  effect  and  irrespective  of  whether  particular  provisions  thereof  are 
suspended  or  become  inoperative. 

{iii)  Any  [such]  authority  or  agency  established  under  an  order  may  maintain 
in  its  own  name,  or  in  the  names  of  its  members,  a  suit  against  any  handler  subject 
to  an  ord.er  for  the  collection  of  such  handler’s  pro  rata  share  of  expenses.  The 
several  district  courts  of  the  United  States  are  hereby  vested  with  jurisdiction  to 
entertain  such  suits  regardless  of  the  amount  in  controversy.

To  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act 
relating  to  marketing  agreements  and  orders. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act,  as  amended,  and 

4  as  reenacted  and  amended  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing 

5  Agreement  Act  of  1987,  as  amended,  is  further  amended 

/ 

6  as  follows : 

7  By  adding  at  the  end  of  section  2  (U.  S.  0.,  1940 

8  edition,  title  7,  sec.  602)  the  following: 

9  “(3)  Through  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred 
10  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  this  title,  to  estab- 
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lisli  and  maintain  such  minimum  standards  of  quality  and 
maturity  and  suck  grading  and  inspection  requirements  for 
agricultural  commodities  or  tko  products  tkercof  enumerated 
in  section  8c  (2),  other  than  milk  and  its  products,  in 
interstate  commerce  as  will  effectuate  such  orderly  market¬ 
ing  of  such  agricultural  commodities  as  will  be  in  the  public 
interest.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  8c  (6),  as  amended  (U.  S.  C.,  1940 
edition,  title  7,  sec.  608c  (6)),  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows :

“(6)  In  the  ease  ot  agricultural  commodities  a»d  the 
produets  thereof?  other  thus  milk  and  its  products?  orders 
issued  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  contain  one  or  more 
of  the  following  terms  and  conditions?  and  (except  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  subseetion  (7) )  no  others : 

“  (6)  In  the  case  of  fruits  (including  pecans  and  wal¬ 
nuts  but  not  including  apples,  other  than  apples  produced  in 
the  States  of  Washington,  Oregon,  and  Idaho,  and  not  in¬ 
cluding  fruits,  other  than  olives,  for  canning )  and  their 
products,  tobacco  and  its  products,  vegetables  (not  including 
vegetables,  other  than  asparagus,  for  canning)  and  their 
products,  soybeans  and  their  products,  hops  and  their  pro¬ 
ducts,  honeybees,  and  naval  stores  as  included  in  the  Naval 
Stores  Act  and  standards  established  thereunder  (including 
refined  or  partially  refined  oleoresin) ,  orders  issued  pursuant 
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to  this  section  shall  contain  one  or  more  of  the  following 
terms  and  conditions,  and  (except  as  provided  in  subsection 
(7) )  no  others: 

“  (A)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation 
of,  the  total  quantit}^  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or 
of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  produced  during  any 
specified  period  or  periods,  which  may  be  marketed  in  or 
transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or 
affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity  or 
product  thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  by 
all  handlers  thereof. 

“(B)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the 
amount  of  such  commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size, 
or  quality  thereof,  which  each  handler  may  purchase  from 
or  handle  on  behalf  of  any  and  all  producers  thereof,  during 
any  specified  period  or  periods,  under  a  uniform  rule  based 
upon  the  amounts  sold  by  such  producers  in  such  prior  period 
as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  representative,  or  upon 
the  current  quantities  available  for  sale  by  such  producers, 
or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  thereof  to  be 
purchased,  or  handled  during  any  specified  period  or  periods 
shall  be  apportioned  equitably  among  producers. 

“(0)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the 
amount  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade, 
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size,  or  quality  thereof,  which  each  handler  may  market  in 
or  transport  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct, 
or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity 
or  product  thereof,  under  a  uniform  rule  based  upon  the 
amounts  which  each  such  handler  has  available  for  current 
shipment,  or  upon  the  amounts  shipped  by  each  such  handler 
in  such  prior  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  he  repre¬ 
sentative,  or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  of  such 
commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof, 
to  be  marketed  in  or  transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the 
current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to 
burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in 
such  commodity  or  product  thereof,  during  any  specified 
period  or  periods  shall  he  equitably  apportioned  among  all 
of  the  handlers  thereof. 

“  (D1)  Determining,  or  providing  methods  for  determin¬ 
ing,  the  existence  and  extent  of  the  surplus  of  any  such  com¬ 
modity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof, 
and  providing  for  the  control  and  disposition  of  such  surplus, 
and  for  equalizing  the  burden  of  such  surplus  elimination 
or  control  among  the  producers  and  handlers  thereof. 

“(E)  Establishing  or  providing  for  the  establishment 
of  reserve  pools  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of 
any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  and*  providing  for  the 
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equitable  distribution  of  the  net  return  derived  from  the 
sale  thereof  among  the  persons  beneficially  interested  therein. 

“(F)  Requiring  or  providing  for  the  requirement  of 
inspection  of  any  such  commodity  or  product  produced  dur¬ 
ing  specified  periods  and  marketed  by  handlers. 

“(G)  In  the  case  of  hops  and  their  products,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the  foregoing  terms  and  conditions, 
orders  may  contain  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

“(i)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation 
of,  the  total  quantity  thereof,  or  of  any  grade,  type,  or  variety 
thereof,  produced  during  any  specified  period  or  periods, 
which  all  handlers  may  handle  in  the  current  of  or  so  as 
directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign 
commerce  in  hops  or  any  product  thereof. 

“  (ii )  Apportioning,  or  providing  methods  for  apportion¬ 
ing,  the  total  quantity  of  hops  of  the  production  of  the  then 
current  calendar  year  permitted  to  be  handled  equitably 
among  all  producers  in  the  production  area  to  which  the 
order  applies  upon  the  basis  of  one  or  more  or  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  following:  The  total  quantity  of  hops  available 
or  estimated  will  become  available  for  market  by  each  pro¬ 
ducer  from  his  production  during  such  period;  the  normal 
production  of  the  acreage  of  hops  operated  by  each  producer 
during  such  period  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  acres 
H.  R,  452 - 2 
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of  hops  in  production,  and  the  average  yield  of  that  acreage 
during  such  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  repre¬ 
sentative,  with  adjustments  determined  by  the  Secretary  to 
be  proper  for  age  of  plantings  or  abnormal  conditions  affec- 
ing  yield;  such  normal  production  or  historical  record  of  any 
acreage  for  which  data  as  to  yield  of  hops  are  not  available 
or  which  had  no  yield  during  such  period  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Secretary  on  the  basis  of  the  yields  of  other  acreage 
of  hops  of  similar  characteristics  as  to  productivity,  subject 
to  adjustment  as  just  provided  for. 

“(hi)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the 
quantity  of  hops  which  any  handler  may  handle  so  that  the 
allotment  fixed  for  that  handler  shall  be  limited  to  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  hops  apportioned  under  preceding  section  (ii)  to  each 
respective  producer  of  hops;  such  allotment  shall  constitute 
an  allotment  fixed  for  that  handler  within  the  meaning  of 
subsection  (5)  of  section  8a  of  this  title  (U.  S.  C.,  1940 
edition,  title  7,  sec.  608a) 

Sec.  3.  Section  10  (b)  (2)  (U.  S.  C.,  1940  edition, 
title  7,  sec.  610  (b)  (2)  )  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“(2)  (i)  Each  order  relating  to  milk  and  its  products 
issued  by  the  Secretary  under  this  title  shall  provide  that 
each  handler  subject  thereto  shall  pay  to  any  authority 
or  agency  established  under  such  order  such  handler’s  pro 
rata  share  (as  approved  by  the  Secretary)  of  such  expenses 
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as  the  Secretary  may  find  will  necessarily  be  incurred  by 
such  authority  or  agency,  during  any  period  specified  by  him, 
for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or 
agency,  other  than  expenses  incurred  in  receiving,  handling, 
holding,  or  disposing  of  any  quantity  of  milk  or  products 
thereof  received,  handled,  held,  or  disposed  of  by  such 
authority  or  agency  for  the  benefit  or  account  of  persons  other 
than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.  The  pro  rata  share 
of  the  expenses  payable  b}^  a  cooperative  association  of  pro¬ 
ducers  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity  of 
milk  or  product  thereof  covered  by  such  order  which  is 
distributed,  processed,  or  shipped  by  such  cooperative  asso¬ 
ciation  of  producers. 

“  (ii)  Each  order  relating  to  any  other  commodity 
or  product  issued  by  the  Secretary  under  this  title  shall 
provide  that  each  handler  subject  thereto  shall  pay  to  any 
authority  or  agency  established  under  such  order  such 
handler’s  pro  rata  share  (as  approved  by  the  Secretary) 
of  such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find  are  reasonable 
and  are  likely  to  be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency, 
during  any  period  specified  by  him,  for  such  purposes  as 
the  Secretary  may,  pursuant  to  such  order,  determine  to  be 
appropriate,  and  for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such 
authority  or  agency,  other  than  expenses  incurred  in  re¬ 
ceiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing  of  any  quantity  of 
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a  commodity  received,  handled,  held,  or  disposed  of  by  such 
authority  or  agency  for  the  benefit  or  account  of  persons 
other  than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.  The  pro  rata 
share  of  the  expenses  payable  by  a  cooperative  association 
of  producers  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity 
of  the  agricultural  commodity  or  product  thereof  covered 
bv  such  order  which  is  distributed,  processed,  or  shipped  by 
such  cooperative  association  of  producers.  The  payment 
of  assessments  for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such 
authorit}^  or  agency,  as  provided  for  herein,  may  be  required 
under  a  marketing  agreement  or  marketing  order  throughout 
the  period  the  marketing  agreement  or  order  is  in  effect  and 
irrespective  of  whether  particular  provisions  thereof  are  sus¬ 
pended  or  become  inoperative. 

“(iii)  Any  authority  or  agency  established  under  an 
order  may  maintain  in  its  own  name,  or  in  the  name  of  its 
members,  a  suit  against  any  handler  subject  to  an  order  for 
the  collection  of  such  handler’s  pro  rata  share  of  expenses. 
The  several  district  courts  of  the  United  States  are  hereby 
yested  with  jurisdiction  to  entertain  such  suits  regardless  of 
the  amount  in  controversy.”

Mr.  Speaker,  we 
ive  what  is  considered  to  be  an  anti- 
imunist  policy  all  over  the  worlg 
Re^ntly  we  appropriated  $400,000,000 
help  w^e  Greeks  and  Turks  stem  the  crf&se 
of  coitncunism.  Today  we  are  ei^iged 
in  a  liflfeand-death  struggle  Wh  the 
Voice  of  America,  to  get  behimmhe  iron 
curtain.  I  Ifoink  it  is  high  tijfe  that  we 
find  out  in  Jkgt  what  direoPon  we  are 
going.  Are  wekidopting  anti-Com- 
munist  policy  oi^are  we  Jeally  only  giv¬ 
ing  lip-service  to^hejCnti-Communist 
policy? 

While  we  were  ^Tctoting  the  Greek- 
Turkish  loan  therywas^a  convention  of 
500  leading  Communistswi  the  United 
States,  and  ino^fientally  tf^y  held  their 
meetings  on  J^deral  Government  prop¬ 
erty. 

Next  Monday,  at  the  WatSte  Gate, 
which  h^ederal  Government  pntoerty, 
under  Jme  Department  of  the  Intl^or, 
the  Southern  Conference  on  Human  ’ 
fai^f  which  is  among  the  most  pinko-r? 
ojfanizations  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  will  have  a  conference  or  mass 
^meeting  which  they  are  holding  at  that 
place.  If  we  are  going  to  spread  the  Voice 
of  America  throughout  the  world  and 
adopt  an  anti-Communist  policy,  and 
send  $400,000,000  to  Greece  and  Turkey 
to  stop  communism,  it  appears  to  me  that 
we  look  stupid  and  silly  all  over  the  world 
when  we  are  asking  other  people  of  the 
world  to  combat  communism  and  then 
find  that  our  Government  officials  permit 
the  use  of  Federal  buildings  and  Federal 
Government  sites  for  the  use  of  Com¬ 
munist  organization  meetings.

1.  ^fte  plaintiff  is  an  educational,  non- 
pro^T  nonsectarian,  nonpartisan  patriotic 
orjPnization,  incorporated  under  the  laws  ol 
tj^  District  of  Columbia. 

2.  The  defendant  is  an  agency  of  the 
'Executive  branch  of  the  Government  of  the 

United  States  of  America,  under  whose  con¬ 
trol  and  jurisdiction  is  found  a  certain  prop-, 
erty  known  as  and  referred  to  as  the  Water 
Gate,  Washington,  D.  C. 

3.  The  defendant  did  grant  a  permit  for  the 
use  of  the  said  Water  Gate  to  the  Southern 
Conference  for  Human  Welfare  as  sponsors 
for  an  address  by  one  Henry  Agard  Wallace 
on  the  16th  of  June  1947.  In  the  Seventy- 
ninth  Congress,  second  session,  Union  Calen¬ 
dar  No.  660,  House  Report  No.  2233,  being  a 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  pursuant  to  H.  Res.  No.  5,  on  page 
28  is  found  a  partial  listing  of  Communist 
and  Communist-front  organizations,  and 
among  them  is  listed  the  Southern  Confer¬ 
ence  for  Human  Welfare.  Henry  Agard  Wal¬ 
lace  found  it  impossible  to  subordinate  his 
political  philosophies  and  beliefs  to  those  of 
the  administration  of  President  Truman,  and 
it  was,  therefore,  necessary  for  the  President 
of  the  United  States  to  summarily  discharge 
him  or  request  his  resignation.  The  said 
Wallace  was  during  the  first  few  months  of 
this  year  invited  to  Paris  by  the  Communists, 
and,  while  there,  was  the  guest  of  leading 
Communists  in  Paris,  indicating  a  strong 
sympathy  with  the  cause  of  Communism. 

4.  The  plaintiff  respectfuly  requests  this 
pnorable  court  to  take  judicial  notice  of 

tAk  opinion  of  former  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Un»d  States  Supreme  Court,  Charles  Evans 
Hughes  that  "communism  has  as  its  objec¬ 
tive  tl%  overthrow  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernmenwby  force  and  violence.”  And  also, 
to  take  jtmicial  notice  of  the  executive  di¬ 
rective  issued  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  on  or\j?out  March  23,  1947,  request¬ 
ing  that  all  meikbers  of  the  Communist  Party 
be  removed  from^employment  by  the  United 
States  Government  which  was  a  restatement 
of  the  law  of  the  United  States  found  in  the 
Hatch  Act,  section  9A*^jiaragraphs  1  and  2.

Mr.  KEARNEY.  I  believe  under  the 
penalty  statutes,  in  order  to  get  a  con¬ 
viction  it  would  have  to  be  willful.  If 
a  man  violates  the  law  it  must  be  a  will¬ 
ful  violation. 

Mr.  CASE  of  South  Dakota.  In  view 
of  the  discussion  on  that  I  would  like 
to  have  it  clear.  I  did  not  intend  to

MARKETING  AGREEMENTS  AND  ORDERS 

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (H.  R.  452) 
to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Adjustment  Act  relating  to  market¬ 
ing  agreements  and  orders. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act,  as  amended,  and  as  reen¬ 
acted  and  amended  by  the  Agricultural  Mar¬ 
keting  Agreement  Act  of  1937,  as  amended, 
is  further  amended  as  follows: 

By  adding  at  the  end  of  section  2  (U.  S.  C., 
1940  ed„  title  7,  sec.  602)  the  following: 

“(3)  Through  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
under  this  title,  to  establish  and  maintain 
such  minimum  standards  of  quality  and  ma¬ 
turity  and  such  grading  and  inspection  re¬ 
quirements  for  agricultural  commodities  or 
the  products  thereof,  other  than  milk  and 
its  products,  in  interstate  commerce  as  will 
effectuate  such  orderly  marketing  of  such 
agricultural  commodities  as  will  be  in  the 
public  interest.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  8c  (6),  as  amended  (U.  S.  C., 
1940  ed.,  title  7,  sec.  608c  (6) ),  is  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

"(6)  In  the  case  of  agricultural  commodi¬ 
ties  and  the  products  thereof,  other  than 
milk  and  its  products,  orders  issued  pursuant 
to  this  section  shall  contain  one  or  more  of 
the  following  terms  and  conditions,  and  (ex¬ 
cept  as  provided  in  subsection  (7))  no 
others : 

“(A)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for 
the  limitation  of,  the  total  quantity  of  any 
such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade, 
size,  or  quality  thereof,  produced  during  any 
specified  period  or  periods,  which  may  be 
marketed  in  or  transported  to  any  or  all  mar¬ 
kets  in  the  current  of  interstate  or  foreign 
commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  ob¬ 
struct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  com¬ 
merce  in  such  commodity  or  product  there¬ 
of,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  by 
all  handlers  thereof. 

"(B)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for 
allotting,  the  amount  of  such  commodity  or 
product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof, 
which  each  handler  may  purchase  from  or 
handle  on  behalf  of  any  and  all  producers 
thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  pe¬ 
riods,  under  a  uniform  rule  based  upon  the 
amounts  sold  by  such  producers  in  such 


prior  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to 
be  representative,  or  upon  the  current  quan¬ 
tities  available  for  sale  by  such  producers, 
or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity 
thereof  to  be  purchased,  or  handled  during 
any  specified  period  or  periods  shall  be  appor¬ 
tioned  equitably  among  producers. 

“(C)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for 
allotting,  the  amount  of  any  such  commodity 
or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quantity 
thereof,  which  each  handler  may  market  in 
or  transport  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the 
current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or 
so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect 
interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  com¬ 
modity  or  product  thereof,  under  a  uniform 
rule  based  upon  the  amounts  which  each 
such  handler  has  available  for  current  ship¬ 
ment,  or  upon  the  amotgjts  shipped  by  each 
such  handler  in  such  prior  period  as  the  Sec¬ 
retary  determines  to  be  representative,  or 
both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  of 
such  commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade, 
size,  or  quality  thereof,  to  be  marketed  in 
or  transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the 
current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or 
so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect 
interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  com¬ 
modity  or  product  thereof,  during  any  speci¬ 
fied  period  or  periods  shall  be  equitably  ap¬ 
portioned  among  all  of  the  handlers  thereof. 

"(D)  Determining,  or  providing  methods  for 
determining,  the  existence  and  extent  of  the 
surplus  of  any  such  commodity  or  product, 
or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  and 
providing  for  the  Gontrol  and  disposition  of 
such  surplus,  and  for  equalizing  the  burden 
of  such  surplus  elimination  or  control  among 
the  producers  and  handlers  thereof. 

“(E)  Establishing  or  providing  for  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  reserve  pools  of  any  such 
commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size, 
or  quality  thereof,  and  providing  for  the 
equitable  distribution  of  the  net  return  de¬ 
rived  from  the  sale  thereof  among  the  per¬ 
sons  beneficially  interested  therein. 

“(F)  Requiring  or  providing  for  the  re¬ 
quirement  of  inspection  of  any  such  com¬ 
modity  or  product  produced  during  speci¬ 
fied  periods  and  marketed  by  handlers. 

“(G)  In  the  case  of  hops  and  their  prod¬ 
ucts,  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the  fore¬ 
going  terms  and  conditions,  orders  may  con¬ 
tain  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

“(i)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for 
the  limitation  of,  the  total  quantity  thereof, 
or  of  any  grade,  type,  or  variety  thereof, 
produced  during  any  specified  period  or 
periods,  which  all  handlers  may  handle  in 
the  current  of  or  so  as  directly  to  burden, 
obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  com¬ 
merce  in  hops  or  any  product  thereof. 

“(ii)  Apportioning,  or  providing  methods 
for  apportioning,  the  total  quantity  of  hops 
of  the  production  of  the  then  current  cal¬ 
endar  year  permitted  to  be  handled  equita¬ 
bly  among  all  producers  in  the  production 
area  to  which  the  order  applies  upon  the 
basis  of  one  or  more  or  a  combination  of 
the  following:  The  total  quantity  of  hops 
available  or  estimated  will  become  available 
for  market  by  each  producer  from  his  pro¬ 
duction  during  such  period;  the  normal  pro¬ 
duction  of  the  acreage  of  hops  operated  by 
each  producer  during  such  period  upon  the 
basis  of  the  number  of  acres  of  hops  in  pro¬ 
duction,  and  the  average  yield  of  that  acre¬ 
age  during  such  period,  as  the  Secretary 
determines  to  be  representative,  with  ad¬ 
justments  determined  by  the  Secretary  to 
be  proper  for  age  of  plantings  or  abnormal 
conditions  affecting  yield;  such  normal  pro¬ 
duction  or  historical  record  of  any  acreage 
for  which  data  as  to  yield  of  hops  are  not 
available  or  which  had  no  yield  during  such 
period  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary 
on  the  basis  of  the  yields  of  other  acreage 
of  hops  of  similar  characteristics  as  to  pro¬ 
ductivity,  subject  to  adjustment  as  just  pro¬ 
vided  for. 

“(iii)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for 
alloting,  the  quantity  of  hops  which  any 
handler  may  handle  so  that  the  allotment

fixed  for  that  handler  shall  be  limited  to 
the  quantity  of  hops  apportioned  under

The 
payment  of  assessments  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or 
agency,  as  provided  for  herein,  may  be  re¬ 
quired  under  a  marketing  agreement  or  mar¬ 
keting  order  throughout  the  period  the  mar¬ 
keting  agreement  or  order  is  in  effect  and 
irrespective  of  whether  particular  provisions 
thereof  are  suspended  or  become  inoperative. 

" (iii )  Any  authority  or  agency  established 
under  an  order  may  maintain  in  its  own 
name,  or  in  the  name  of  its  members,  a 
suit  against  any  handler  subject  to  an  order 
for  the  collection  of  such  handler’s  pro  rata 
share  of  expenses.  The  several  district 
courts  of  the  United  States  are  hereby  vested 
with  Jurisdiction  to  entertain  such  suits  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  amount  in  controversy.” 

Sec.  4.  Section  8c  (2)  (U.  S.  C.,  1940  ed.,

In 
addition,  under  article  37  of  the  act  of 
August  2, 1946,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
is  “authorized  in  time  of  war  and  until 
the  end  of  the  first  fiscal  year  thereafter 
to  exceed  the  statutory  limit  on  repairs 
and  alterations  of  vessels  whenever  he 
deems  it  necessary.” 

H.  R.  3  315,  A  BILL  TO  AUTHORIZE  CONVERSION  OF 
CERTAIN  NAVAL  VESSELS 

The  development  of  devices  for  incor¬ 
poration  on  naval  vessels  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands  of  naval  warfare  which  resulted 
from  World  War  II  experience,  and  the 
development  of  the  vessels  themselves 
are  continuing  at  a  rapid  rate.  The 
necessity  for  exercising  with  these  new 
devices  and  for  extensive  training  in 
their  use  is  urgent  and  will  not  wait  for 
the  building  of  new  ships  in  which  to 
install  them.  The  Navy  already  has  aj 
large  number  of  ships,  many  of  whicfrf 
with  modification,  can  be  used  to  apjfty 
these  new  developments. 

The  conversion  work  for  whicbr  this 
bill  gives  legislative-  authority  partakes 
ofthe  nature  of  shipbuilding^  Under 
the  authority  of  this  bill,  theVNavy  can 
undertake  work  at  a  cost  m  excess  of 
the  existing  expenditure^  limitation 
which  has  been  suspendec^ay  other  legis¬ 
lation,  but  which  will  a/^tin  become  ef¬ 
fective  upon  removal  ofthe  war  powers. 
These  conversions  oen  be  undertaken 
only  when  funds  j/re  provided  by  the 
Congress  after  approval  of  the  work  by 
the  President  aMreport  to  the  Congress. 
Although  the/bil  provides  that  the 
President  sh^fl  cause  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  tp  report  such  contemplated 
conversions  to  the  Congress,  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  obtain  legislative  au- 
thoritj^fn  each  case. 

Umfer  the  provisions  of  this  bill  the 
Navy  will  be  in  a  position  to  gain  the 
ad/antage  of  experience  with  newly  de- 
eloped  devices  and  operating  techniques 
In  the  minimum  elapsed  time.  Consid¬ 
ering  the  current  rapid  pace  of  scientific

and  engineering  developments  and  the 
necessity  for  equal  rapidity  in  develop¬ 
ing  the  techniques  of  their  employment, 
it  is  considered  that  this  legislative  au¬ 
thority,  which  in  one  bill  saves  the  time 
of  many  hearings,  is  essential  to  progress. 
In  announcing  its  intentions  to  the  Con¬ 
gress,  as  provided  in  the  bill,  the  Navy 
will  be  prepared  to  discuss  and  justify 
the  undertaking  of  prospective  conver¬ 
sions  together  -with  the  costs  involved 
and  can  do  this  without  delay  which 
would  necessarily  result  from  separate 
legislative  action  in  the  case  of  each 
vessel. 

Illustrative  of  the  types  of  conversion 
for  which  this  bill  creates  legislative  au¬ 
thority  are  the  conversions  before  Con¬ 
gress  covered  under  Navy  Department 
appropriation  bill  for  1948  under  the 
heading  “Construction  of  ships.”  Con¬ 
versions  requested  under  this  heading 
include: 

(A)  Nine  2,100-ton  destroyers  for  con¬ 
version  to  fast  destroyer  escorts.  Th^ 
^development  abroad  of  submarines  capa 

^le  of  operating  submerged  at  high  spaed 
made  it  mandatory  that  we  develop 
devices  and  techniques  to  eombaO^hem 
and^jain  practical  experience  injme  use 
of  theSe  devices. 

(B)  ^wo  fleet-type  World  W5.r  II  sub¬ 
marines  \or  conversion  to  rfe  carrying 
of  troops.  ^Nations  of  botj^sides  of  the 
conflict  maat  successfulyfise  of  subma¬ 
rines  for  landing  small  .parties  of  troops 
through  watersViot  controlled  by  them. 
The  situations  wnfclyf  ave  rise  to  this  re¬ 
quirement  are  usu(l  in  warfare.  The 
Navy  considers  iyOfcntial  that  the  full 
capabilities  of  tips  typWof  operation  and 
of  the  capacit^of  submarines  to  imple¬ 
ment  it  be  daj^loped  at  le^gt  on  a  proto¬ 
type  basiSjiwhich  this  is. 

(C)  Onpfleet-type  World  "Var  II  sub¬ 
marine  f/x  conversion  to  a  cam)  carrier. 
This  conversion  is  an  extensioKof  ex¬ 
perience  gained  in  the  war  and  rtonsti- 
tutas  a  necessary  supporting  elemer&for 
thp  troop  carrier  as  well  as  a  mean^to 

rovide  support  for  friendly  forces 
Otherwise  occupied  territory. 

(D)  One  fleet-type  World  War  II  sub¬ 
marine  for  conversion  to  frigid  zone 
picket  duty.  The  necessity  for  picket 
ships  capable  of  concealment  was  amply 
demonstrated  off  Okinawa  where  the  de¬ 
stroyers  assigned  on  picket  station  suf¬ 
fered  heavy  casualties.  This  conversion 
will  amplify  the  limited  experience  al¬ 
ready  gained  in  the  use  of  submarines 
for  specialized  picket  work  by  such  spe¬ 
cial  devices  as  are  or  may  be  developed 
to  suit  them  for  the  work  in  frigid  zone 
conditions. 

All  of  the  above  conversions  of  subma¬ 
rines  are  somewhat  experimental  in 
character.  It  is  expected  that  exercise 
and  training  in- them  will  not  only  ad¬ 
vance  the  special  techniques  involved 
but  will  show  the  way  toward  further 
improvements  in  the  devices  which  they 
carry. 

(E)  One  landing  ship,  dock,  and  one 
attack  cargo  vessel  for  conversion  to  the 
requirements  of  frigid  zone  service. 
Many  lessons  have  been  learned  as  to 
the  special  requirements  that  must  be 
fulfilled  by  ships  and  their  equipment 
in  the  rigorous  cold  weather  experienced 
during  recent  expeditions  into  such 


waters.  The  purpose  of  these  conver¬ 
sions  is  to  apply  these  lessors,  and 
through  further  exercise  in  poljf  waters, 
to  prove  and  extend  them. 

H.  R.  3115  was  considered  by  a  sub¬ 
committee  of  the  Armed  Services  Com¬ 
mittee  and  after  commete  hearings, 
some  in  open  session  anfo  some  in  execu¬ 
tive  session,  the  bill^as  unanimously 
reported  to  the  fullJlommittee,  where  it 
met  approval  and  jrrecommendation  for 
early  consideration  by  the  House.  I 
trust  the  bill  wtfr pass  the  House  without 
a  dissenting  vme. 

Mr.  KEANp  May  I  say  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from that  this  authorization 
is  for  $55^)00,000,  and  it  would  greatly 
embarrass  the  Members  on  the  objec¬ 
tors’  j^nmittee  in  the  future  if  we  let 
a  bijrgo  through  on  the  Consent  Cal¬ 
endar  which  provides  for  an  authoriza- 
tijm  of  $55,000,000,  and  we  could  not 
ery  well  object  to  a  bill  going  through 
^containing  $5,000,000  or  $10,000,000. 

I  agree  with  the  gentleman  so  far  as 
the  objectives  of  the  bill  are  concerned. 
I  hope  the  gentleman  may  be  able  to 
take  the  matter  up  so  that  it  can  be 
brought  up  under  suspension  of  the  rules 
and  thus  be  passed  right  away. 

Mr.  HESS.  It  is  true  that  this  is  an 
authorization,  but  if  the  gentleman  will 
read  the  hearings  he  will  find  in  answer 
to  a  question  which  I  propounded  that 
the  money  is  available.  The  testimony 
is  as  follows:

AMENDING  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL 
ADJUSTMENT  ACT  RELATING  TO  MARKETING  AGREE¬ 
MENTS  AND  ORDERS

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  452] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  452)  to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  relating  to  marketing  agreements  and  orders,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
do  pass  without  amendment. 

The  bill  was  approved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  July  21 
and  the  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture,  H.  Rept.  588, 
with  respect  to  the  measure,  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  of 
said  report. 


[H.  Rept.  No.  588,  80th  Cong.,  1st  sess.] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  (H.  R.  452)  to 
amend  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  relating  to  marketing 
agreements  and  orders,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recom- 
Tnendation  that  it  do  pass  with  the  following  amendments: 

Page  2,  line  2,  strike  out  the  words  “or  the  products  thereof”  and  insert  the 
words  “enumerated  in  section  8c  (2).” 

Page  2,  line  9,  strike  out  all  of  lines  9  to  13,  inclusive,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

“(6)  In  the  case  of  fruits  (including  pecans  and  walnuts  but  not  including 
apples,  other  than  apples  produced  in  the  States  of  Washington,  Oregon,  and 
Idaho,  and  not  including  fruits,  other  than  olives,  for  canning)  and  their  products, 
tobacco  and  its  products,  vegetables  (not  including  vegetables,  other  than  aspar¬ 
agus,  for  canning)  and  their  products,  soybeans  and  their  products,  hops  and  their 
products,  honeybees,  and  naval  stores  as  included  in  the  Naval  Stores  Act  and 
standards  established  thereunder  (including  refined  or  partially  refined  oleoresin), 
orders  issued  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  contain  one  or  more  of  the  following 
terms  and  conditions,  and  (except  as  provided  in  subsection  (7))  no  others:”. 

Page  8,  beginning  on  line  8,  strike  out  all  of  section  4. 
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Statement 

The  most  important  amendment  to  the  bill  is  the  elimination  of  section  4. 
This  section  would  have  extended  the  scope  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agree¬ 
ments  Act  of  1937  to  include  all  agricultural  commodities  and  the  products 
thereof.  The  committee  felt  that  it  was  not  prepared  to  take  a  policy  step  of  this 
magnitude  at  this  time,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  hearings  are  now  being  held  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  long-range  agricultural  program  which  will  involve 
the  weighing  of  the  advantages  of  marketing  agreements  as  compared  to  other 
types  of  agricultural  programs. 

The  amendments  made  by  the  committee  elsewhere  in  the  bill  consist  merely 
of  perfecting  language  required  by  the  elimination  of  section  4. 

The  amendment  to  section  1  limits  the  application  of  that  section  to  the  com¬ 
modities  already  included  in  the  act  and  named  in  section  8c  (2) . 

The  amendment  to  section  2  merely  reinstates,  in  place  of  the  language  of 
the  bill,  the  existing  language  of  the  relevant  paragraph  in  the  act. 

As  reported  by  the  committee,  the  bill  amends  the  declaration  of  purpose  and 
two  sections  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreements  Act  of  1937  to  provide 
more  flexibility  in  the  financing  and  administering  of  marketing  agreements  and 
orders,  and  to  permit  a  continuity  of  operation  not  authorized  by  existing  law. 

Under  existing  law,  marketing  agreements  and  orders,  and  the  activities  con¬ 
nected  therewith,  are  automatically  suspended  when  the  price  of  the  subject 
commodity  is  at  or  above  parity.  This  has  proved  a  serious  handicap  in  the 
operation  of  the  program.  Under  present  law,  there  is  no  authority  even  for  the 
maintenance  of  office  staff's  to  keep  statistics,  answer  correspondence,  and  perform 
other  routine  chores  necessary  to  the  administration  of  marketing  agreements  and 
orders,  when  their  commodity  is  at  or  above  parity. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  bill  as  amended,  “minimum  standards  of  quality  and 
maturity”  may  be  maintained  by  grading  and  inspection,  whether  the  price  of 
the  commodity  is  above  or  below  parity,  even  though  other  regulations  pertaining 
to  the  commodity  are  suspended  and  administrative  activities  necessary  to  such 
grading  and  inspection  and  to  the  continuity  of  the  marketing  agreement  may 
be  carried  on. 

—-Section  3  of  the  bill  amends  the  act  to  give  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  more 
leeway  than  he  has  at  present,  in  approving  the  budgets  of  the  agencies  admin¬ 
istering  marketing  agreements,  which  are  financed  by  assessments  against  those 
participating.  In  the  present  law,  the  Secretary  can  approve  only  such  expenses 
as  he  finds  “will,  necessarily  be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency.”  Under 
the  provisions  of  the  bill,  the  Secretary  may  approve  such  expenses  as  he  “may 
find  are  reasonable  and  are  likely  to  be  incurred.” 

The  bill  as  reported  by. the  committee  is  almost  identical  with  the  bill  (H.  R. 
6303)  passed  by  the  House  and  reported  favorably  by  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Agriculture  and  Forestry  in  the  Seventy-ninth  Congress. 

Changes  in  Existing  Law 

In  compliance  with  paragraph  2a  of  rule  XIII  of  the  Rules  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  changes  in  existing  law  made  by  the  bill  are  shown  as  follows 
(existing  law  proposed  to  be  omitted  is  enclosed  in  black  brackets,  new  matter  is 
in  italics,  existing  law  in  which  no  change  is  proposed  is  shown  in  roman) :

modities  as  will  be  in  the  public  interest. 

“Sec.  8c.  (6)  In  the  case  of  fruits  (including  pecans  and  walnuts  but  not  in¬ 
cluding  apples,  other  than  apples  produced  in  the  States  of  Washington,  Oregon, 
and  Idaho,  and  not  including  fruits,  other  than  olives,  for  canning)  and  their 
products,  tobacco  and  its  products,  vegetables  (not  including  vegetables,  other 
than  asparagus,  for  canning)  and  their  products,  soybeans  and  their  products, 
hops  and  their  products,  honeybees,  and  naval  stores  as  included  in  the  Naval 
Stores  Act  and  standards  established  thereunder  (including  refined  or  partially 
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refined  oleoresin),  orders  issued  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  contain  one  or 
more  of  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  and  (except  as  provided  in  subsection 
(7))  no  others  r~ 

“(A)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation  of,  the  total  quan¬ 
tity  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality 
thereof,  produced  during  any  specified  period  or  periods,  which  may  be 
marketed  in  or  transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity  or  product  thereof,  during  any 
specified  period  or  periods  by  all  handlers  thereof. 

“(B)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  amount  of  such 
commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  which  each 
handler  may  purchase  from  or  handle  on  behalf  of  any  and  all  producers 
thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods,  under  a  uniform  rule  based 
upon  the  amounts  sold  by  such  producers  in  such  prior  period  as  the  Secretary 
determines  to  be  representative,  or  upon  the  current  quantities  available  for 
sale  by  such  producers,  or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  thereof 
to  be  purchased,  or  handled  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  shall  be 
apportioned  equitably  among  producers. 

“(C)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  amount  of  any  such 
commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  which  each 
handler  may  market  in  or  transport  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current 
of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or 
affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity  or  product  thereof, 
under  a  uniform  rule  based  upon  the  amounts  which  each  such  handler  has 
available  for  current  shipment,  or  upon  the  amounts  shipped  by  each  such 
handler  in  such  prior  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  representative, 
or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  of  such  commodity  or  product, 
or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  to  be  marketed  in  or  transported  to 
any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as 
directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such 
commodity  or  product  thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  shall 
be  equitably  apportioned  among  all  of  the  handlers  thereof. 

“(D)  Determining,  or  providing  methods  for  determining,  the  existence  and 
extent  of  the  surplus  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade, 
size,  or  quality  thereof,  and  providing  for  the  control  and  disposition  of  such 
surplus,  and  for  equalizing  the  burden  of  such  surplus  elimination  or  control 
among  the  producers  and  handlers  thereof. 

“(E)  Establishing  or  providing  for  the  establishment  of,  reserve  pools  of 
any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  and 
providing  for  the  equitable  distribution  of  theTiet  return  derived  from  the 
sale  thereof  among  the  persons  beneficially  interested  therein. 

“(F)  Requiring  or  providing  for  the  requirement  of  inspection  of  any  such 
commodity  or  product  produced  during  specified  periods  and  marketed  by 
handlers. 

“(G)  In  the  case  of  hops  and  their  products,  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  the 
foregoing  terms  and  conditions,  orders  may  contain  one  or  more  of  the 
following: 

“(i)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation  of,  the  total  quantity 
thereof,  or  of  any  grade,  type,  or  variety  thereof,  produced  during  any 
specified  period  or  periods,  which  all  handlers  may  handle  in  the  current  of 
or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect,  interstate  or  foreign  commerce 
in  hops  or  any  product  thereof. 

“(ii)  Apportioning,  or  providing  methods  for  apportioning,  the  total 
quantity  of  hops  of  the  production  of  the  then-current  calendar  year  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  handled  equitably  among  all  producers  in  the  production  area 
to  which  the  order  applies  upon  the  basiaof  one  or  more  or  a  combination  of 
the  following:  The  total  quantity  of  hops  available  or  estimated  will  become 
available  for  market  by  each  producer  from  his  production  during  such 
period;  the  normal  production  of  the  acreage  of  hops  operated  by  each 
producer  during  such  period  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  acres  of  hops 
in  production,  and  the  average  yield  of  that  acreage  during  such  period  as 
the  Secretary  determines  to  be  representative,  with  adjustments  determined 
by  the  Secretary  to  be  proper  for  age  of  plantings  or  abnormal  conditions 
affecting  yield;  such  normal  production  or  historical  record  of  any  acreage 
for  which  data  as  to  yield  of  hops  are  not  available  or  which  had  no  yield 
during  such  period  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  on  the  basis  of  the 
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yields  of  other  acreage  of  hops  of  similar  characteristics  as  to  productivity, 
subject  to  adjustment  as  just  provided  for. 

“(iii)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  quantity  of  hops 
which  any  handler  may  handle  so  that  the  allotment  fixed  for  that  handler 
shall  be  limited  to  the  quantity  of  hops  apportioned  under  preceding  section 
(ii)  to  each  respective  producer  of  hops;  such  allotment  shall  constitute  an 
allotment  fixed  for  that  handler  within  the  meaning  of  subsection  (5)  of  sec¬ 
tion  8a  of  this  title  (U.  S.  C.,  1940  edition,  title  7,  sec.  608a). 

“Sec.  10.  (b)  (2)  (i)  Each  order  relating  to  milk  and  its  products  issued  by  the 
Secretary  under  this  title  shall  provide  that  each  handler  subject  thereto  shall  pay 
to  any  authority  or  agency  established  under  such  order  such  handler’s  pro  rata 
share  (as  approved  by  the  Secretary)  of  such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find 
will  necessarily  be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency,  during  any  period  speci¬ 
fied  by  him,  for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or  agency, 
other  than  expenses  incurred  in  receiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing  of  any 
quantity  of  milk  or  products  thereof  [a  commodity"!  received,  handled,  held,  or 
disposed  of  by  such  authority  or  agency  for  the  benefit  or  account  of  persons  other 
than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.  The  pro  rata  share  of  the  expenses  payable 
by  a  cooperative  association  of  producers  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the 
quantity  of  milk  [the  agricultural  commodity  1  or  product  thereof  covered  by 
such  order  which  is  distributed,  processed,  or  shipped  by  such  cooperative  asso¬ 
ciation  of  producers. 

“(ii)  Each  order  relating  to  any  other  commodity  or  product  issued  by  the  Secretary 
under  this  title  shall  provide  that  each  handler  subject  thereto  shall  pay  to  any  authority 
or  agency  established  under  such  order  such  handler’s  pro  rata  share  (as  approved  by 
the  Secretary)  of  such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find  are  reasonable  and  are  likely 
to  be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency,  during  any  period  specified  by  him,  for 
such  purposes  as  the  Secretary  may,  pursuant  to  such  order,  determine  to  be  appro¬ 
priate,  and  for  the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or  agency,  other 
than  expenses  incurred  in  receiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing  of  any  quantity 
of  a  commodity  received,  handled,  held,  or  disposed  of  by  such  authority  or  agency  for 
the  benefit  or  account  of  persons  other  than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.  The  pro 
rata  share  of  the  expenses  payable  by  a  cooperative  association  of  producers  shall  be 
computed  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity  of  the  agricultural  commodity  or  product  thereof 
covered  by  such  order  which  is  distributed ,  processed,  or  shipped  by  such  cooperative 
association  of  producers.  The  payment  of  assess7nents  for  the  maintenance  and  func¬ 
tioning  of  such  authority  or  agency,  as  provided  for  herein,  may  be  required  under  a 
marketing  agreement  or  marketing  order  throughout  the  period  the  marketing  agree¬ 
ment  or  order  is  in  effect  and  irrespective  of  whether  particular  provisions  thereof  are 
suspended  or  become  inoperative. 

“(iii)  Any  [such]  authority  or  agency  established  under  an  order  may  maintain 
in  its  own  name,  or  in  the  names  of  its  members,  a  suit  against  any  handler  subject 
to  an  order  for  the  collection  of  such  handler’s  pro  rata  share  of  expenses.

There  being  no  objection,  the  bill  (S. 
1714)  to  provide  for  the  general  welfare 
by  enabling; 4he  several  States  to  make 
more  adequate  provision  for  the  health 
of  mothers  and  children  and  for  serv¬ 
ices  to  crippled  children,  and  for  other  , 
purposes,  introduced  by  Mr.  Pepper  (for 
himself,  Mr.  Murray,  Mr.  Wagner,  Mr. 
Taylor,  and  Mr.  Chavez)  ,  was  received, 
read  twice  by  its  title,  and  referred  to 


the  Committee  on  Labor  and  Public 
Welfare. 

The  statement  presented  by  Mr.  Pep¬ 
per  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows: 

STATEMENT  OP  SENATOR  CLAUDE  PEPPER,  OP 

FLORIDA,  ON  MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH 

BILL 

A  bill  to  save  the  lives  of  mothers  during 
maternity  and  to  give  children  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  health  care  from  birth  and  throughout 
their  growing  years  was  introduced  today  by 
Senator  Claude  Pepper,  Democrat,  Florida, 
in  behalf  of  himself  and  Senators  James  E. 
Murray,  Democrat,  Montana;  Robert  F.  Wag¬ 
ner,  Democrat,  New  York;  Glen  H.  Taylor, 
Democrat,  Idaho;  and  Dennis  Chavez,  Demo¬ 
crat,  NewfMexico. 

This  bill  is  similar  to  the  Maternal  and 
Child  Welfare  Act  of  1945,  introduced  in  the 
Seventy-ninth  Congress  by  Senator  Pepper 
and  nine  other  Senators.  This  new  measure 
would  give  the  States  and  Territories  the 
necessary  Federal  assistance  to  bring  good 
health  services  within  reach  of  great  num¬ 
bers  of  mothers  and  children  who  are  in 
urgent  need  of  them.  Senator  Pepper’s  pres¬ 
ent  bill  incorporates  a  series  of  amendments 
recommended  by  physicians,  dentists,  and 
^representatives  of  national  organizations  at , 
gearings  held  on  the  1945  bill. 

Jnder  the  provisions  of  the  Pepper 
th^W  Federal  Government’s  grants  to  /the 
Staws  for  maternal  and  child-health , Serv¬ 
ices  w^uld  be  $20,000,000  for  the  first  year, 
and  $30)000 -OK)  for  each  of  the  second  and 
third  ye3^s.  For  services  for  crippled  chil¬ 
dren  thereWould  be  $15,00(3,000  for  the  first 
year  and  $2(V)00,000  for  each  or  the  second 
and  third  years.  Thereafter/  the  Congress 
would  fix  appropriations  according  to  the 
amounts  needed  carry  ojjft  the  purposes  of 
the  act. 

The  planning,  dirfcctiotfi,  and  control  of  all 
maternal  and  child-Yjtialth  services,  finan¬ 
cially  aided  by  thyfederal  Government, 
would  be  completely  iiK  the  hands  of  the 
States  and  comirufnities.  \ff7ie  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment  would  define  standards  under  which 
Federal  grants/would  be  madtato  the  States, 
and  provide  /technical  counsel!  when  called 
upon,  on  tlj/ developments  of  State  and  local 
programs* 

"The  last  Congress,”  Senator  Pepper  said  in 
introducing  his  bill,  “was  urged  to  face  its 
responsibility  for  the  well-being  of  the  Broth¬ 
ers  and  children  of  the  Nation.  It  met 
illenge  by  merely  adding  $9,000,000  to  Sie 
(eager  social-security  grants  made  annual? 
/;to  the  States  for  child-health  services  and'' 
services  for  crippled  children. 

“With  the  technical  knowledge  and  skills 
we  now  have,  and  the  great  capacity  of  our 
people  to  produce  the  national  income  re¬ 
quired  to  support  public  services,  it  is  un¬ 
thinkable  that  any  child  should  be  con¬ 
demned,  as  many  thousands  are  now,  to  grow 
up  in  the  pain  and  humiliation  of  handicaps 
that  could  have  been  corrected  or  relieved.” 

Provisions  of  this  bill,  Senator  Pepper 
pointed  out,  have  been  carefully  planned  to 
fit  constructively  into  a  general  health  pro_ 
gram  for  all  the  people.  “National  health  in¬ 
surance  is  the  cornerstone  of  such  a  general 
program,”  he  said.  “Enactment  of  national 
health  insurance  is  an  absolute  must.  But  it 
is  not  enough  merely  to  pool  the  risks  and 
costs  of  medical  care.  We  must  also  be  sure 
that  the  health  services  and  medical  care 
mothers  and  children  need  exist.  They  must 
be  well  organized  and  coordinated  and  within 
reach  of  any  family  needing  them.  They 
must  measure  up  to  good  standards  and  be 
provided  by  professional  workers  adequately 
trained  and  compensated. 

“It  takes  time  to  train  the  necessary  doc¬ 
tors,  psychiatrists,.  psychologists,  nurses, 
medical-social  workers,  and  other  skilled  peo¬ 
ple  required  In  a  well-rounded  program.  It 
takes  time  to  staff  the  clinics,  health  units. 


hospitals,  and  convalescent  homes  needed  Ui 
a  complete  health  program.  This  personnel 
and  these  services  will  exist  years  hence, only 
if  steps  are  taken  now.  Every  year  w^  turn 
our  backs  on  the  children  will  be  a  .year  of 
shame  later.” 

Urging  prompt  action  by  the  Congress  on 
his  measure,  Senator  Pepper  said/’The  tragic 
file  of  mothers  and '  children  ywho  now  go 
without  care  has  passed  by  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  American  people  year  after  year 
in  the  figures  reported  by  the  United  States 
Children’s  Bureau  and  the  national  Commis¬ 
sion  advising  that  Burefeu.  I  have  nothing 
more  to  add  to  that  sdfernn  picture.  I  want 
to  remind  the  Congrass  that  ‘each  day  debate 
goes  on  we  lose  8  iprore  mothers  and  85  more 
babies  needlessly/ 

NEWSPRINT  SHORTAGE 

Mr.  MURRAY.  Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  introduce  for  ap¬ 
propriate  reference  two  bills  and  a  joint 
resolution.  They  bear  on  a  sacred 
American  institution  to  which  verbal 
homage  has  often  been  paid  in  this 
Chamber — the  free  press.  I  am  proud 
offer  the  Congress  an  opportunity  to 
'’strike  Several  real  and  telling  blows  for  it. 

One  of  the  bills  which  I  am  here  intro¬ 
ducing  will  imme‘diately  help  large,  small, 
and  new  papers  whose  existence  is  now 
imperiled  by  the  newsprint  shortage. 
The  other  bill  and  joint  resolution  are 
designed  to  begin  immediate  efforts  in 
our  own  country  and  throughout  the 
world  to  solve  the  long-range  shortage 
of  newsprint.  This  long-range  shortage 
will  be  a  sword  hanging  over  free  news¬ 
papers  in  every  free  country  in  the  world 
for  many  years  to  come. 

The  studies  made  by  the  Small  Busi¬ 
ness  Committee  of  the  Senate  while  I 
was  chairman  and  the  hearings  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  present  subcommittee  un¬ 
der  the  chairmanship  of  the  junior  Sen¬ 
ator  from  Indiana,  both  established  the 
compelling  need  for  this  legislation.  The 
majority  members  of  the  present  com¬ 
mittee  have  recognized  this  need  in  their 
interim  report.  I  must,  in  all  honesty, 
say  I  do  not  believe  the  bill  which  they 
have  introduced  (S.  1080)  will  solve  this 
difficult  problem.  The  reasons  are  set 
out  in  the  report  of  the  minority 
members. 

The  roots  of  the  present  newsprint 
isis  were  laid  bare  by  witness  after  wit¬ 
ness  who  appeared  before  the  commit- 
tee.\First,  there  is  a  world-wide  short¬ 
age  ohnewsprint  because  of  wartime  de¬ 
struction  of  forests  and  productive 
facilities>and  because  of  increasing  de¬ 
mands  onNthe  available  supply.  These 
demands  stap  from  the  diffusion  of  lit¬ 


eracy  and  lea1 
information  ari 


ing,  and  the  hunger  for 
truth  which  they  pro¬ 
duce.  A  contributing  factor  is  the  con¬ 
version  of  newsprint  to  other  more  prof¬ 
itable  types  of  papek  used  in  producing 
books,  magazines,  wrapping  papers,  and 
cartons. 

Two  further  factors  intensify  the  per¬ 
ilous  newsprint  shortageX  One  is  an 
international  maldistribution  of  this 
precious  commodity.  The  other  is  the 
maldistribution  in  our  own  land.  As  a 
matter  of  honest  fact,  it  is  not  true  that 
there  is  a  shotage  of  newspint  ih  the 
United  States.  We  are  getting  more 
than  we  have  ever  had  in  the  pafc

It  will  be  seen  at  once  that,  in  the  wfcrld 
War  II  period,  there  has  been  no  shary  and 
violent  rise  comparable  to  the  figuresibf  the 
World  War  I  period.  In  the  fourth v$ear  of 
World  War  II,  for  example,  the  iadex  re¬ 
mained  at  100  against  150  in  1917,/the  com¬ 
parable  year  of  World  War  I.  Against  the 
sharp  index  peaks  of  265  and  262ifn  1920  and 
1921,  the  index  figures  for  thy  comparable 
years  of  1945  and  1946  were  on/  121  and  145. 
The  index  figure  of  177  (or  IB0)  in  1947  is 
still  substantially  below  tM  index  figures 
which  prevailed  throughoiy  the  6  years  of 
1919-24,  with  the  single  deception  of  1922. 
In  the  existing  1947  pricy  level,  and  in  the 
trend  which  has  precede/ it,  there  is  nothing 
to  attract  speculative  /apital  for  new  mill 
expansion  as  there  wa/  in  the  World  War  I 
period.  Proof  of  thiymas  already  been  indi¬ 
cated  in  some  of  tye  points  mentioned  in 
paragraphs  4,  5,  an/ 6  above. 

13.  The  other  vaJk jor  difference,  mentioned 
at  the  end  of  par/graph  11,  is  in  the  relative 
possibilities  of  expansion.  The  difference  is 
notable.  At  thl  end  of  World  War  I  the  Ca¬ 
nadian  indust/y  had  a  total  capacity  of  less 
than  800,000/tons  a  year  (total  Canadian 
production  m  1918  was  less  than  750,000  tons) 
and  there  rare  immense  forest  areas,  as  well 
as  hydropower  resources,  awaiting  develop¬ 
ment  wh/eh  provincial  governments  natural¬ 
ly  were  fiager  to  encourage.  Today  the  Ca¬ 
nadian.  industry  has  an  annual  capacity  of 
4,349,760  tons  (over  five  times  its  World  War 
I  flgute)  and  there  are  few,  if  any,  forest  and 
power  sites  suitable  for  new  mill  construc¬ 
tion,  or  feasible  for  new  mill  development  at 
present  costs  and  prices.  The  most  economi- 
al  and  effective  expansion  of  newsprint  ca¬ 


pacity  today  is  in  the  form  of  improving 
existing  mills.  In  the  Canadian  industry 
this  is  currently  taking  place  to  the  extent 
of  many  millions  of  dollars  but  It  should- be 
obvious  to  anyone  that  this  cannot  be/ex¬ 
pected  to  proceed  without  maintenance  /Df  an 
encouraging  newsprint  price  level.  It  Should 
also  be  noted,  both  by  Canadians  and  jry  con¬ 
sumers  who  rely  On  Canadian  supBjiy,  that 
there  can  be  no  adequate  protectionJmd  con¬ 
servation  of  Canadian  forest  resources  un¬ 
less  there  are  market  prices  sufficient  to  keep 
the  industry  in  a  healthy  opening  condi¬ 
tion. 

14.  From  a  Canadian  standpoint,  there¬ 
fore,  there  appears  to  be  nothing  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  newsprint  price  situation  to  cause  con¬ 
cern.  There  would  be  ground  for  concern  if 
Canadian  newsprint  sell#s  were  repeating 
the  error  of  the  World  Wjf  I  period  by  charg¬ 
ing  prices  which  would  promote  reckless  ca¬ 
pacity  expansion,  but  jEis  is  clearly  not  the 
case.  As  already  poiirad  out,  the  only  pros¬ 
pects  of  new  mill  c^elopments  are  United 
States  Government  Subsidy  projects  in  which 
profit  is  not  the  impelling  motive  and  in 
which  price  is  no/  the  deciding  factor.  In¬ 
stead  of  ground  Jr  or  Canadian  anxiety  there 
is,  on  the  contidly,  reason  for  Canadian  sat¬ 
isfaction  in  tty  evidence  that  Canadian  sell¬ 
ers  are  following  a  restrained  course  but  are 
at  least,  for  me  first  time  in  many  years,  be¬ 
ginning  to/derive  respectable  profits  from 
newsprint/operations  and  from  the  use  of 
public  forest  resources  thus  involved. 

15.  Th*  should  give  satisfaction  to  Ca¬ 
nadians!  in  general  because  newsprint  is 
the  largest  single  item  of  Canada’s  export 
trade/and,  except  gold,  the  largest  single 
sour*  of  United  States  dollars  which  have 
agajn  become  a  factor  of  paramount  fin¬ 
ance  in  Canada’s  national  economy.  As 

f#  as  investors  are  concerned,  it  is  signifi- 
nt  that  payment  of  dividends  by  Canadian 
ewsprint  mills  is  still  so  unusual  as  to 
xcite  comment.  The  two  largest  wholly 
anadian  newsprint  producers  are  Consol- 
i dated  Paper  and  Abitibi,  both  of  which  have 
substantial  earnings  from  products  other 
tha§  newsprint.  Consolidated  paid  the  first 
dividend  in  its  history  last  year;  its  share¬ 
holders  have  received  a  total  of  $1.50  a  share 
in  15  years.  Abitibi  emerged  from  14  years 
of  receivership  only  last  year  and  has  not 
yet  paiA  a  dividend  on  its  common  shares. 
International  Paper’s  figures  have  already 
been  mentioned  in  paragraph  4  above  but 
they  are  wWth  repeating:  newsprint  in  1946 
constituted  \26  percent  of  International’s 
tonnage  output,  but  only  about  18  percent 
of  its  gross  rA.enue  and  less  than  7  percent 
of  its  net  profit.  As  Montreal  Financial 
Times  recently  'commented :  “Few,  if  any, 
industrial  groupAon  the  stock  markets  can 
show  as  meager  a  record  of  average  dividend 
return  over  the  jjast  20  years  as  that  of 
the  newsprint  industry.” 

16.  Canadian  newsprint  manufacturers  for 
many  years  have  beeh  criticized  in  Canada 
for  using  up  public-forest  resources  with 
no  commensurate  return.  It  would  be 
strange  indeed  to  find  DjOW,  among  Cana¬ 
dians,  some  form  of  economic  psychosis  ex¬ 
pressed  in  a  sense  of  guilt  y  apology  about 
their  largest  industry’s  good  fortune  in  at 
last  reaching  a  position  wbse  profits  can 
be  made.  There  is  Canadian  satisfaction, 
rather  than  misgiving,  when  profits  can  be 
obtained  from  trade  in  minerals^  wheat,  or 
any  other  export  commodity.  The,  same  sat¬ 
isfaction  should  apply  to  newsprint*  improve¬ 
ment  within  the  limits  of  safety  apd  pru¬ 
dence  here  described. 

17.  The  newspaper  business,  as  V*ell 
the  newsprint  industry,  would  be  bett 
if  newsprint  were  more  widely  recog 
as  an  ordinary  commodity  (like  wheat,  st 
coal,  steel)  rather  than  mistaken  as  sot 
thing  belonging  to  freedom  of  the  press. 
Most  magazine  publishers,  for  example,  deal 


tyith  their  questions  of  paper  supply  in  an 
ordinary  business  way,  they  do  not  becom  ' 
outraged  nor  begin  to  imagine  plots  again 
thy  state  when  paper  companies  mana: 
to  ipake  money.  Some  newspaper  publishe; 
however,  seem  to  be  under  a  delusion  treat 
the  newsprint  industry  is  a  sort  of  prJllic 
utility  to  be  operated  for  their  exclusive 
benefit.  They  seem  to  think  that  theyjiave 
a  divide  right  to  unlimited  paper  suprey  at 
cost,  o\  at  less  than  cost,  and  th;j?  any 
departure  from  this  condition  is  a  vitiation 
of  sacreA  rights. 

18.  Tha  delusory  thinking  was  jus*  as  ap¬ 
parent  some  years  ago,  when  newsdrint  was 
selling  at  $40  a  ton,  as  it  is  today.  R  was  ex¬ 
pressed  at  fiiat  time  in  continuecyefforts  to 
keep  newsprint  prices  from  rising  above  bank¬ 
ruptcy  levels!  It  Is  Reflected  today  in  pub¬ 
lisher  agitation  for  Government  funds  to  de¬ 
velop  new  supply  in  Alaska  an*  the  South, 
following  the  »me  old  pattern/of  unlimited 
paper  supply  atxost  or  less,  i/investors  and 
manufacturers  ^e  no  longer  willing  to  sub¬ 
sidize  the  press  id  this  way,  tljfen  the  Govern¬ 
ment  must  take  public  fundfi  to  do  it.  It  is 
the  type  of  thinking  that  sms  the  newspaper 
business  only  in  tyrms  of  /mass  circulation 
and  unrestricted  spice.

21.  If  newspaper  publishers  want-low  news¬ 
print  prices  they  must  be  prepared  wo  expect 
diminished!  production.  The  flight  from 
newsprintmy  United  States  mills  makes  this 
painfully/clear.  If  increasing  supply  Is  their 
main  defire,  then  publishers  must  be  pre¬ 
pared  tappay  prices  which  will  stimulara  pro¬ 
duction!  and  maintain  a  healthy  maiAifac- 
turing  /Industry  unless,  of  course,  they!  can 
succeed  in  getting  the  United  States  Govkrn- 
mentAo  use  public  funds  to  subsidize  under¬ 
takings  in  Alaska  and  the  South  whicnno 
investors  would  touch  as  commercial  ven¬ 
tures.

of  this  country  an\  of  the  world,  so  that 
the  farmers  could\be  assured  a  fair 
price  for  what  they!,  grow,  and  not  be 
limited  in  the  production  which  they 
may  have  on  their  owii  farms. 

I  realize  that  under  present  circum¬ 
stances,  the  bill  is  goingi|.o  bring  about 
a  serious  curtailment  in  tn%  peanut  acre¬ 
age,  if  it  becomes  effectivdi  as  it  must. 
But  if  the  Senator  from  Minnesota  does 
get  his  committee,  as  I  hopeNie  will,  to 
investigate  agriculture,  I  hope  ne  will  de¬ 
vote  a  part  of  his  fine  energy  afid  effort 
to  finding  some  way  by  which  We  can 
find  a  market  that  will  be  fair  to  the 
producer,  but  at  the  same  time  will  not 
mean  that  he  will  have  to  limit  the  lum¬ 
ber  of  acres  of  his  own  land  which\he 
may  devote  to  the  production  of  agricul¬ 
tural  commodities. 

I  do  not  object  to  the  bill,  but  I  wanted 
to  make  that  observation. 

Is , 
there  objection? 

Mr.  AIKEN.  Mr.  President,  if  the  bil 
is  not  passed  it  will  cost  the  Government 
$100,000,000,  plus  the  $200,000,000  qu/ta. 
During  the  war  the  penalty  for  raiding 
an  excessive  amount  of  peanuts  was  re¬ 
duced  in  order  to  encourage,  great®'  pro¬ 
duction.  Now  with  the  Steagall  /mend- 
ment  in  effect,  the  Government  is  bound 
to  support  the  price  of  peanuts/  An  in¬ 
ordinately  large  acreage  of  /eanuts  is 
being  planted,  and  in  order  tqfdiscourage 
the  planting  of  many  tin/s  as  many 
peanuts  as  we  can  consume?  we  must  re¬ 
store  the  penalties  which/vere  in  effect 
before  the  war. 

I  agree  with  what  ttfe  Senator  from 
Florida  has  said,  but  I  also  maintain  that 
if  this  piece  of  legislation  is  not  enacted, 
it  will  probably  cost/ the  United  States 
Treasury  $100,000,0/0  next  year. 

\Ir.  BALDWIN./ Mr.  President,  may 
the  bill  be  passed?  over  until  I  have  had 
a  chance  to  disc/ss  it  with  Senators? 

The  PRESIDENT  pro  tempore.  The 
bill  will  be  paped  over. 

Mr.  ROBEttTSON  of  Virginia.  Mr. 
President,  ififthe  Senator  from  Connecti¬ 
cut  will  wijrhhold  his  objection,  I  should 
like  to  explain  this  bill  to  him.  During 
the  war /he  Department  of  Agriculture 
urged  t£e  peanut  growers  to  increase 
production.  They  increased  their  pro¬ 
duction  from  2,000,000  to  3,000,000  acres. 
It  wAs  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
wai/effort,  because  the  bulk  of  the  pea¬ 
nuts  were  processed  into  oil  to  meet  an 
acute  shortage  of  fats.  We  now  find 
^hat  we  have  more  peanuts  than  there 


is  a  market  for  peanuts  and  for  pean/t 
oil.  The  parity  price  on  peanuts  /or 
processing  purposes  is  about  $200  a /on, 
and  the  producers  do  not  want  tgfpay 
more  than  $100  a  ton. 

Peanuts  are  a  basic  farm  crop,  j&titled 
to  limited  parity  support,  but  /he  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  has  /aid  that 
unless  the  farmers  will  vote  tins  year  to 
curtail  production  it  will  not  Jupport  the 
full  program  for  peanuts /which  will 
mean  a  ruinous  price  tori  all  peanuts, 
both  edible  peanuts  and  op  peanuts. 

All  the  bill  does  is  to  p/t  peanuts  on  a 
par  with  other  basic  fa/m  commodities, 
in  that  if  the  farmers/ themselves  vote 
to  impose  acreage  con/rol,  it  will  then  be 
made  effective  for  qeanuts,  as  it  is  for 
other  controlled  crops,  and  a  50-percent 
penalty  will  be  provided  for  violation  of 
the  quota.  The  j/ll  will  have  no  effect 
whatever  unless  /he  farmers  themselves 
vote  this  fall  fo/acreage  control. 

I  fully  share?  the  view  of  the  Senator 
from  Florida  JjMr.  Pepper]  that  we  would 
like  to  see  a  i/ee  and  unregimented  agri¬ 
cultural  program;  but  we  know,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  that  this  year  we  have  1,400,000,- 
000  bushafe  of  winter  and  spring  wheat, 
against  /  normal  domestic  market  of 
800,000>o00  bushels;  and  if  we  were  not 
now  e/porting,  through  loans  and  gifts, 
aboul/500,000,000  bushels  of  wheat,  we 
won/  have  such  a  glut  of  wheat  on  the 
don/estic  market  that  it  not  only  would 
force  the  Government  to  greater  outlays 
' money  to  support  the  crop  at  90  per- 
^nt  of  parity,  but  would  eventually 
(reck  every  wheat-growing  State  in  the 
Union. 

We  have  this  problem  in  connection 
pth  peanuts.  It  is  not  that  we  want  a 
sent  bag  of  peanuts  to  sell  for  10  cents. 
Tli|e  bill  would  not  affect  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing\  That  is  probably  what  the  Senator 
froiA  Connecticut  has  in  mind.  The 
only  iftirpose  is  to  give  the  farmers  them- 
selves Tkn  opportunity  to  bring  their  pro- 
ductionMn  line  with  the  visible  market, 
if  they  sk  elect.  According  to  the  best- 
informed\opinion  it  will  save  them 
money  if  they  do  it,  and  it  will  save  the 
Gov6rnmen\a  great  deal  of  money  in  its 
support  program,  especially  if  we  con¬ 
tinue  that  program  beyond  1948. 

The  PRESIDENT  pro  tempore.  The 
time  of  the  Sector  from  Virginia  has 
expired. 

Mr.  BALDWIN.\Mr.  President,  I  am 
intensely  interested^  the  subject  of  high 
prices.  It  seems  to^me  that  when  any 
effort  is  made,  either  %y  private  monop¬ 
oly  or  Government  monopoly,  to  limit 
production  of  any  article  which  the 
American  people  eat  or  \[se,  it  tends  to 
increase  its  price. 

However,  I  am  persuaded  hy  the  argu¬ 
ments  of  the  distinguished  Sfenator  from 
Virginia  [Mr.  Robertson]  aid  the  dis¬ 
tinguished  Senator  from  Florida  [Mr.

[Chapter  425 — 1st  Session] 

[H.  R.  452] 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  relating  to  marketing 

agreements  and  orders. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  a/nd  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ,  That  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Adjustment  Act,  as  amended,  and  as  reenacted  and  amended  by 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  is 
further  amended  as  follows: 

By  adding  at  the  end  of  section  2  (U.  S.  C.,  1940  edition,  title  7, 
sec.  602)  the  following: 

“(3)  Through  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  under  this  title,  to  establish  and  maintain  such 
minimum  standards  of  quality  and  maturity  and  such  grading  and 
inspection  requirements  for  agricultural  commodities  enumerated  in 
section  8c  (2),  other  than  milk  and  its  products,  in  interstate  com¬ 
merce  as  will  effectuate  such  orderly  marketing  of  such  agricultural 
commodities  as  will  be  in  the  public  interest.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  8c  (6),  as  amended  (U.  S.  C.,  1940  edition,  title  7, 
sec.  608c  (6) ) ,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“(6)  In  the  case  of  fruits  (including  pecans  and  walnuts  but  not 
including  apples,  other  than  apples  produced  in  the  States  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  Oregon,  and  Idaho,  and  not  including  fruits,  other  than  olives, 
for  canning  or  freezing)  and  their  products,  tobacco  and  its  products, 
vegetables  (not  inclucling  vegetables,  other  than  asparagus,  for  can¬ 
ning  or  freezing)  and  their  products,  soybeans  and  their  products, 
hops  and  their  products,  honeybees,  and  naval  stores  as  included  in 
}  the  Naval  Stores  Act  and  standards  established  thereunder  (including 
refined  or  partially  refined  oleoresin),  orders  issued  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  contain  one  or  more  of  the  following  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions,  and  (except  as  provided  in  subsection  (7))  no  others: 

“(A)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation  of,  the 
total  quantity  of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  of  any  grade,  size, 
or  quality  thereof,  produced  during  any  specified  period  or  periods, 
which  may  be  marketed  in  or  transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the 
current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden, 
obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity 
or  product  thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  by  all 
handlers  thereof. 

“(B)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  amount  of 
such  commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof, 
which  each  handler  may  purchase  from  or  handle  on  behalf  of  any 
and  all  producers  thereof,  during  any  specified  period  or  periods, 
under  a  uniform  rule  based  upon  the  amounts  sold  by  such  producers 
in  such  prior  period  as  the  Secretary  determines  to  be  representative, 
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or  upon  the  current  quantities  available  for  sale  by  such  producers,  or 
both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  thereof  to  be  purchased,  or 
handled  during  any  specified  period  or  periods  shall  be  apportioned 
equitably  among  producers. 

“(C)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  amount 
of  any  such  commodity  or  product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality 
thereof,  which  each  handler  may  market  in  or  transport  to  any  or 
all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  so 
as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  interstate  or  foreign  com¬ 
merce  in  such  commodity  or  product  thereof,  under  a  uniform  rule 
based  upon  the  amounts  which  each  such  handler  has  available  for 
current  shipment,  or  upon  the  amounts  shipped  each  such  handler  in 
such  prior  period  as  the  Secretax-y  determines  to  be  x’epresentative, 
or  both,  to  the  end  that  the  total  quantity  of  such  commodity  or 
product,  or  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  to  be  marketed  in  or 
transported  to  any  or  all  markets  in  the  current  of  interstate  or  for¬ 
eign  commerce  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  intei'state 
or  foreign  commerce  in  such  commodity  or  product  thex-eof,  during 
any  specified  period  or  periods  shall  be  equitably  apportioned  among 
all  of  the  handlers  thei’eof. 

“(D)  Determining,  or  providing  methods  for  deteiunining,  the 
existence  and  extent  of  the  surplus  of  any  such  commodity  or  product, 
or  of  any  grade,  size,  or  quality  thereof,  and  providing  for  the  control 
and  disposition  of  such  surplus,  and  for  equalizing  the  burden  of 
such  surplus  elimination  or  control  among  the  producers  and  handlers 
thereof. 

“(E)  Establishing  or  providing  for  the  establishment  of  reserve 
pools  of  any  such  commodity  or  pi'oduct,  or  of  any  grade,  size,  or 
quality  thereof,  and  providing  for  the  equitable  distribution  of  the 
net  x’eturn  derived  from  the  sale  thereof  among  the  persons  beneficially 
interested  therein. 

“(F)  Requiring  or  providing  for  the  requirement  of  inspection  of 
any  such  commodity  or  product  produced  during  specified  periods 
and  marketed  by  handlers. 

“(G)  In  the  case  of  hops  and  their  products,  in  addition  to,  or 
in  lieu  of,  the  foregoing  terms  and  conditions,  ordei’S  may  contain 
one  or  more  of  the  following : 

“(i)  Limiting,  or  providing  methods  for  the  limitation  of,  the  total 
quantity  thereof,  or  of  any  grade,  type,  or  variety  thei'eof,  produced 
during  any  specified  period  or  periods,  which  all  handlers  may  handle 
in  the  current  of  or  so  as  directly  to  burden,  obstruct,  or  affect  inter¬ 
state  or  foi'eign  commerce  in  hops  or  any  product  thereof. 

“(ii)  Apportioning,  or  providing  methods  for  apportioning,  the 
total  quantity  of  hops  of  the  production  o£  the  then  current  calendar 
year  permitted  to  be  handled  equitably  among  all  producers  in  the 
production  area  to  which  the  order  applies  upon  the  basis  of  one  or 
moi’e  »r  a  combination  of  the  following:  The  total  quantity  of  hops 
available  or  estimated  will  become  available  for  market  by  each  pro¬ 
ducer  from  his  production  during  such  period ;  the  normal  production 
of  the  acreage  of  hops  operated  by  each  producer  during  such  period 
upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  acres  of  hops  in  production,  and  the 
average  yield  of  that  acreage  during  such  period  as  the  Secretary 
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determines  to  be  representative,  with  adjustments  determined  by  the 
Secretary  to  be  proper  for  age  of  plantings  or  abnormal  conditions 
affecting  yield;  such  normal  production  or  historical  record  of  any 
acreage  for  which  data  as  to  yield  of  hops  are  not  available  or  which 
had  no  yield  during  such  period  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary 
on  the  basis  of  the  yields  of  other  acreage  of  hops  of  similar  charac¬ 
teristics  as  to  productivity,  subject  to  adjustment  as  just  provided  for. 

“(iii)  Allotting,  or  providing  methods  for  allotting,  the  quantity 
of  hops  which  any  handler  may  handle  so  that  the  allotment  fixed  for 
that  handler  shall  be  limited  to  the  quantity  of  hops  apportioned  under 
preceding  section  (ii)  to  each  respective  producer  of  hops;  such  allot¬ 
ment  shall  constitute  an  allotment  fixed  for  that  handler  within  the 
meaning  of  subsection  (5)  of  section  8a  of  this  title  (U.  S.  C.,  1940 
edition,  title  7,  sec.  608a) .” 

Sec.  3.  Section  10  (b)  (2)  (Ui  S.  C.,  1940  edition,  title  7,  sec. 
s*  610  (b)  (2) )  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“(2)  (i)  Each  order  relating  to  milk  and  its  products  issued  by  the 
Secretary  under  this  title  shall  provide  that  each  handler  subject 
thereto  shall  pay  to  any  authority  or  agency  established  under  such 
order  such  handler’s  pro  rata  share  (as  approved  by  the  Secretary)  of 
such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find  will  necessarily  be  incurred 
by  such  authority  or  agency,  during  any  period  specified  by  him,  for 
the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or  agency,  other 
than  expenses  incurred  in  receiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing 
of  any  quantity  of  milk  or  products  thereof  received,  handled,  held, 
•  or  disposed  of  by  such  authority  or  agency  for  the  benefit  or  account 
of  persons  other  than  handlers  subject  to  such  order.  The  pro  rata 
share  of  the  expenses  payable  by  a  cooperative  association  of  producers 
shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity  of  milk  or  product 
thereof  covered  by  such  order  which  is  distributed,  processed,  or 
shipped  by  such  cooperative  association  of  producers. 

“ (ii)  Each  order  relating  to  any  other  commodity  or  product  issued 
by  the  Secretary  under  this  title  shall  provide  that  each  handler  sub¬ 
ject  thereto  shall  pay  to  any  authority  or  agency  established  under 
such  order  such  handler’s  pro  rata  share  (as  approved  by  the  Secre- 
V  tary)  of  such  expenses  as  the  Secretary  may  find  are  reasonable  and 
are  likely  to  be  incurred  by  such  authority  or  agency,  during  any  period 
specified  by  him,  for  such  purposes  as  the  Secretary  may,  pursuant  to 
such  order,  determine  to  be  appropriate,  and  for  the  maintenance  and 
functioning  of  such  authority  or  agency,  other  than  expenses  incurred 
in  receiving,  handling,  holding,  or  disposing  of  any  quantity  of  a  com¬ 
modity  received,  handled,  held,  or  disposed  of  by  such  authority  or 
agency  for  the  benefit  or  account  of  persons  other  than  handlers  sub¬ 
ject  to  such  order.  The  pro  rata  share  of  the  expenses  payable  by  a 
cooperative  association  of  producers  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of 
the  quantity  of  the  agricultural  commodity  or  product  thereof  cov¬ 
ered  by  such  order  which  is  distributed,  processed,  or  shipped  by  such 
cooperative  association  of  producers.  The  payment  of  assessments  for 
the  maintenance  and  functioning  of  such  authority  or  agency,  as  pro¬ 
vided  for  herein,  may  be  required  under  a  marketing  agreement  or 
marketing  order  throughout  the  period  the  marketing  agreement  or 
order  is  in  effect  and  irrespective  of  whether  particular  provisions 
thereof  are  suspended  or  become  inoperative. 
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“(iii)  Any  authority  or  agency  established  under  an  order  may 
maintain  in  its  own  name,  or  in  the  name  of  its  members,  a  suit  against 
any  handler  subject  to  an  order  for  the  collection  of  such  handler’s 
pro  rata  share  of  expenses.  The  several  district  courts  of  the  United 
States  are  hereby  vested  with  jurisdiction  to  entertain  such  suits 
regardless  of  the  amount  in  controversy.” 

Sec.  4.  Section  8c  (2)  (U.  S.  C.,  1940  edition,  title  7,  sec.  608c  (2) ) 
is  amended  by  inserting  the  words  “or  freezing”  immediately  after  the 
word  “canning”  wherever  said  word  “canning”  appears  in  said  section. 
Approved  August  1,  1947. 
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
